Another; mighty. eyidence of the 1m- 
poſture was. this, that the Queen for pre- 
venting all ofj&eions ought to have gle 
ven.notice of the Houſe and Room 
where ſhe intended. to lie 1n,. that the 
Princeſſes, or any for them, might haye 
ſcarcht ſuch Room to ſee whether there 
was no falſe door, . traps or other Con- 
veniences for Juggling 3. or if there .were 
to nail '*!m up, and. to have ſuffered 
no more but one door, and to. have 
likewiſe Guards kept at that door for 


ſome days before the delivery, accorg- 


ing to the direction. of the Civil Law in 
ſuch Caſes: and which if the. pregnancy 
had been real the King and Queen wauld 
certainly have not. only \ agreed to byt 
ſolicited that it might have been ;done, 
when. they knew that a Cheat was ſuf-

And for 
the. better prevention of an Impoſture, 
this Law doth . moreover dire& that” the 
Heir, or thofe deputed by them might 
keep. the pregnant Woman from going 
out, *of their ſight ſo many days before 
' the pretended delivery z and unleſs ſuch 
dire&tions be followed, it preſumes 'that 
an Heir is not. truly born, how much 
mote” then in this Caſe whey, they were 
wilfully omitted and refuſed ? 

For inſtead of due notice beforehand 
as Law and reaſon does require, the \Bed 
was ſet up at St, Je but one day 
before the pretended delivery, and the 
Queen was not at the place above 12 
hours' before the time, having neither 
Linen Nurſe nor Midwife about her 3; 
and that alſo in the night time when peo- 
' ple were afleep and could not know of 
Her going thither, ſo that there was no 
time allowed to make due Obſervation of 
paſſages as'the abovementioned Law re- 
ones Ty ach Caſes, *

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We ſball, next Conſider the place, to 


which one would think ſhe ſhould have 


had the greateſt Averſion imagiable, be- 


cauſe all, her other Children born there 


died 5 but however Inconvenient 'it 
might be upon that account it was the 
moſt Convenient place in the World for 
an Impoſture, by reaſon of the ſituation 
of the adjoining Convent, ' and at the 
ſame time the Park Gares were Kkepr 


Lockt for their farther ſecurity. 


It muſt alſo be obſerved that the Q'Itcen 
gave out ſhe would come in July arid 
accordingly moſt of the. Iriſh Nobility

Eye 
Witneſſes preſent wiz. ſuch as ejther,of 
Eoth of the Princeſſes or their depunes, 
whoſe Teſtimony would have ſatisfied

Then as to the manner whereas Law 
and Reaſon require that when any thi 
is controverted the Opponent oughtallo 
fo have Liberty to bring Witneſſes, and to

\ dants » Evidence, here was no ſuch. thing 
braficable, moſt of the Witneſles, WEE.
